Mr, Gandhi’s “ultimatum” to the 
Viceroy, which was delivered’ by 
Mr. Reynolds, an Englishman, be- 
ginsr “Dear Friend,—Before em- 
barking upon civil disobedience and 
taking the risk which I have dread- 
ed all these years, I would fain ap- 
proach you and find a way out. My 
personal. faith is absolutely clear. IT 
hold British rule to be a curse, but 
I. do not intend to harm a single 
Englishman or any legitimate in- 
terest which he may have in India.” 


“The resolution for indepen- 
dence,” he continues, “should not 
cause alarm if the word Dominion 
Status mentioned in your announce- 
ment was: used in the accepted 
sense, for-has it not been admitted 
by responsible British etatesmen 
that Dominion Status is virtual in- 
dependence? Since that announce- 
ment, however, many things :have 
happened which show unmistakably 
the trend of British policy. It is 
clear ag day-light that responsible 
British statesmen do not contem- 
plite any alteration of British 
policy that might adversely affect 
Britain's commerce with India or 
that would requipe an impartial and 
close scrutiny of Britain's transac- 
tions with India. If nothing is 
done to end the process of exploita- 
tion, India must be bled with in- 
creasing speed.

TO INDIA IN 50 HOURS. 


‘“THE R1OL TO BE PUT ON. 
TRIAL SERVICE, 


An nirship service between Eng- 
land and. India, bringing the 
Eastern Empire within a 50-hour 
journey of the Mother Country, is 
proposed. - : 

After a triil trip to India in the 
autumn, R101, the biggest airship 
in the world, will be used for ex- 
perimental operation on that route. 


Announcing the fact in a mem- 
orandum accompanying the Ait 
Estimates, Lord Thomson, ‘Secre- 
tary for Air, states that the trials 
are essential in order to obtain 
the necessary data before a com- 
mereigl service can be established. 


At present the journey from 
England to India by aeroplane 
occupies eight days. But, whereas 
the aeroplane must fly by stages 
and during the day only, an air- 
ship could make a “non-stop hop” 
probably from Cardington (Bed- 
fordshire) to Karachi. : 


The R101 has at present a speed | ~ 


of about 70’miley an hour, but for 
successful commercial working’ it 
would be necessary to use ships 
capable of cruising at a steady 
speed of at least 80 miles ar 
hour throughout the journcy, and 
with a reserve of power sufficient 
to fight through adverse weather 
without losing speed. 


Over a route of just over. 4,000 
miles, flying night and day, euch a 
ship should cover the journey in a 
little over two days and two 
nights.

The R101 is now at Cardington 
undergoing. extensive alterations 
which are expected greatly to 
increase her performance, At

The truth ‘of his re- 
inark wus testfied to by the large 
number of solicitors and barristers 
who attended the presentation and 
bade farewell to his Lordship, 

' His Lordship was presented with 
a beautiful silver salver, inserfbed 
with the following words: “Pre-“ 
sented to Sir Henry Cowper Gollan, 
C.BE., K.C., Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, Hongkong, on his 
retirement, by members of the 
legal profession, Hongkong. April 
4, 1930." . 


Public Work. 


In making the presentation, the 
Hon. Attorney General said :-—I 
have been asked to make this pre- 
sentation on behalf of both branches 
of the legal profession practising 
in this Colony, You are leaving 
us, but wo shall remember you in 
many ways. As members of the 
community we much appreciate the 
Manner in which you have under- 
taken publie tasks quite beyond the 
duties of your office, In. parti- 
cular we think of your services to 
the University of Hongkong, an in- 
stitution which [I think is full of 
great possibilities, and which ought 
to be helped and fostered by overy- 
one in the Colony. You have set ug 
a Striking example. 

As members of the legal pro- 
fossion, and I say this without uny 
flattery whatsoever, we shall look 
back to the best Chief Justice we 
have ever had or are ever likely to 
have.—-(Applause). As those who 


have been honeured with your 
friendship, we shall miss your 
charming conversation, your wit, 
your humour, your great interest in 
everything, and your unfailing 
courtesy, - 

In asking you to accept this 


memento of your life and services 
here, we wish you a Jong and happy 
life.— (Applause), 


Sir Henry’s Reply, 


In reply his Lordship said,—Mr. 
Attorney and gentlemen, you have 
made me very proud to-day. There 
are many and various reasons for 
fueling flattered, but none quite su 
compelling as an: appreciation of 
one’s fellow workmen. ; 

I first of all became a law officer 
of the Crown in 1900 and a judge 
121901, and during 30 years [ have 
been engaged in different Colontey 
in the administration of the law, 
sometimes in somewhat primitive 
¢ nditions, | huve held my Court 
under a givantic silk cotton tree 


and dispensed 


what, I hope, was 

true patriarchal justice. 
In Northern Nigeria, even up ti 
the time when 1 left — the 


Protectorate, there were no practls- 
ing members of the legal profes- 
sion there, but ] had a very clever 
clerk from Sierra Leone, who ap 
plied to ome for admission as a 
practitiener. Hv was so clever that 
I could not help wondering why he 
had left his native country and so 
I made enquiries into hig past. 1 
found that he had made a‘slight 
mistake us to the legal title of some 
property and that an unsympathe- 
tic magistrate had given him six 
months,--(Laughter). But he re- 
mained my clerk. He was good at 
work, he could not be easily re- 
placed, and in primitive conditions 
one adopts a benevolent if some- 
what ‘primitive attitude towards 
human action. . 


Good Feeling, 


Since 1904 I have been working 
with my fellow members of ‘the 
legal profession and I am proud to 
say that my experience supports 
the time-honoured tradition of good 
feeling within our profession. I 
attach the highest importance to 
this state of feeling because I be- 
lieve that it profoundly affects the 
proper administration of justice. 
I believe that one of the causes of 
that state of feeling is that a judge 
usually goes through the ordinary 
traditional mill and knows from 
first-hand knowledge the difficulties 
that attend practising in the Colony. 

I acknowledge, and I secept with 
very deep gratitude, the kindliness 
which has brought you all here to- 
day and the handsome present 
which you have made ta me. I am 
taking away from Hongkong.a very 
goodly store of memories and not 
the least gratifying recollection 
will be the good fellowship which I 
have ‘always found amongst you.

Headmaster’s Report. 

The roport of the Headmaster 

(Mr, K. T. Leung) stated: 
“The school year under review, 
extending from January to De- 
cember, 1929, was one of organi- 
zation, extension aud development. 

Attendance.—The Schoo] start- 
ed its year in January with 41 
doys on the roll. The following 
months witnessed an-increase in 
the number of boys. The’ maxi- 
mum enrolment durittg the year 
was 156 including 60 vernacular’ 
students in the Free School, The 
number of school days for. the 
year was 253, 

Discipline—The discipline of 
the school has been maintained at 
as high a level of excellence as 
possible. There has been‘the or- 
vanization of working committee 
among the boys in each class.| 
This body consists of the. Monitor, 
the Librarian, the Sports Captain, 
Vice Captain, the credit and error 
Recorders, The school prefects 
have also rendered valuable ser- 
vice to the suhool.’ 

Health—The health of the 
school was satisfactory. The or- 
ganization of the “Itirst Aid 
Corps” was of great value to the 
school. . 

Athletics.—Games were very 
popular among the boys, especially 
football and ping pong. Inter- 
class  matvhes and friendly 
matches with other schools were 
arranged under the direction. of 
vur interested masters. The Inter 
elass Ping Pong Champion was 
class 7; while the Inter-class Foot- 
ball Challenge Cup was won by 
class 6. Drill wag a lesson on the 
time-table in winter. 

Activities—I delivered — two 
educational lectures on Physiology 
on March 29th and 30th in the 
school. The Magic lantern served 
well during the evening social 
gatherings. We had two. excur- 
sions in the form’ of educational 
walks—one to Tai Tam Tuk to- 
wards the end of the Spring Term, 
and one to the Peak on the last 
day of the Summer Term. We 
went for a swimming picnic to Re- 
pulse Bay on the 2¢th June and to 
Cheung Chow on the Oth Adjust. 
The Double Ten Gelebration on the 
Chinese National Day was held in 
the schoo] With great success, On 
the same day we went for a Train 
Fienic to Shum Chun in the after. 
noon, and a good number of boys 
took their dinner inside the schoo} 
in the evening, : 

Successful Exams, 

Examinations. — Examinations 
were held prior to the Tsing Ming 
‘Holidays, the Summer Vacation 
and the end of the year. In tha 
Vinal Exumination, 55 boys in 
elass 8 were examined and 54 
qualified for prumotion; 17 out of 
19 in class 7 were promoted; and 
in class 6, 12 were examined and 
all passed. : 

Free School.—Due to the gen- 
crosity of our patron, Mr. Woo 
Hay Tong, our free vernacular 
classes were opened under the 
title-of Keng Ham Free Schoo] on 
the 26th February, when 41 boys 
were: admitted out of 72 boys 
examined. The number very soon 
reached 50—the maximum accom- 
modation for free vernacular 
students. : 

Night School.—The night school, 
commenced on May 7th and con- 
tinued until the end of the year, : 

Finance.—As regardg the finan- 
cin} standing of the school, a de- 
ficit of $550.48 was shown in the 
Annual Balance of the Schoo] Ac- 
cqunts, but the position was sub- 
sequently remedied through the 
generosity of the schoo! committee 
who had patronized the_schoo] by 
offering over $600 to cover the 
loss and maintain ‘its position, 

Conclusion.—I take the oppor- 
tunity of thanking our patrons 
and donorg for their great assis- 
tance to the school. I wish also 
to thank all members of the staff 
for their unfailing support and 
for their excellent work in carry- 
ing out the various schemes laid 
by the committee of the school.

' ARMED ROBBERY . 

AT. NAMTAO, 
 BXTRADITION ‘SOUGHT 
BY CANTON. 


Extradition progecdings were 
commenced ut the Central Police 
Uourt, before Mr, Lindsell, yester- 


the Kwangtung authorities of a 
Chinese’ alleged t¢ have been con- 
cerned in an armed robbery at 
Sheung Chung Ha Village, Namtao, 
in the district of Po On. 

Mr. Somerset Fitzroy appeared 
for the Crown, and the fugitive was 
represented by Mr. F.C. E. Rendall, 

In outlining the facts of the 
case, the Public Prosecutor said 
that at ubout 1 o’clock in the carly 
morning of March 7, certain people 
broke into Nu, 47 Sheung Chung 
Ha -village,. Namtao, “Po On, 
Kwangtung. province, and there 
tied up certain people who would 
be brought before His 
After a varicty of things had 
happened, a small lamp which was 
burning in the place, at the time 
was - blown out, and the people 
moved about the house using’ 
eloetric torches. They had found 
it impossible to identify any per- 
son actually, as nobody saw them 
well enough. But the evidence re- 
garding the fugitive in the dock 
wag that on the 8th, which was the 
day following the affair, he came to 
Hongkong by boat which left 
Namtao about 9'a.m., a few hours 
after the robbery had taken place. 
The boat arrived about 11.30 am. 
and at 2 p.m. the same day he was 
arrested, and in his possession were 
found pieces of jewellery identified 
as part of the stolen property. 
They had evidence of possession 
within a few hours of the robbery, 
and that, 12 hours later, the 
fugitive was found in Hongkong 
with certain of the stolen property, 
whilst he also had come by boat 
from the town adjacent to the scene 
of the attack. : 

Mr. Lindsell:—How will that be 
proved? . 

Mr. Fitzroy:--We know that no 
other boat came from that village 
and arrived here at 11.30 a.m, and 
the fugitive was on board that 
boat. . 

Mr. Fitzroy sald. he would ask 
His Worship, if he was satisfied 
that there was sufficient evidence of 
recent possession in the fact that 
the man was on board the boat 
which left soon after the robbery, 
and that a prima facie.case had 
been made out, to.commit the ac- 
cused: to prison to await the Gov- 
ernor's Order for his surrender. — 


Door Broken Down. 


Two women were siuted to be 
living in the house in question when 
the robbers centered, these being 
Yip Ho-mui, and her daughter-in- 
law, Leung Chik-mui. The former, 
stated that she was in bed when 
the door was broken in to reveal a 
number of men, one of whom was 
armed with a revolver and an- 
other, a dagger. They pressed her 
head down, and while robbing her 
of the trinkets she was wearing 
1 also stole from a trunk, and from 

a chest other pieces of jewellery 
and also some money. She ident!- 
fied some of the exhibits in Court 
{as part of the stolen property. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Rendall, 
witness said she knew a man named 
Tseng Ngok-ting as being'of the 
gentry of the district, but had never: 
heard that he disappeared suddenly 
from his native place after a 
quarrel with other villagers, 

Mr. Rendall explained to the 
Magistrate that, according to his 
instructions, Tseng Ngok-ting came 
into the case in d4his way, that he 
went to the fugitive’s house in the 
village and took away ao photograph 
which proved to be the means of 
securing the fugitive’s arrest in 
Hongkong. There had been a 
quarrel and consequent grudge over 
money matters between Tseng and 
certain other villagers, of whom the 
fugitive was one. 

Leung Chik-mui, daughter-in- 
law of ‘the previous witness, also 
gave evidence ° concerning the 
robbery. She said that aa the 
robbers ‘made to use a chopper to 
cut the bangles away from her 
wrists, her mother-in-law, horri- 
fied intereeded and beseeched them 
not to. harm her. The men as- 
qured her that they would “do It 
slowly” and would be very careful 
over it. 

Tseng Fo-kwai, a foki employed 
at a fishmonger’s stall at the Cen- 
tral Market, identified the fugi- 


next to his, and whom he had known 
from childhood. : ‘ 


he was present at the Namtao ferry 
pier when the prisoner came-ashore 
and was arrested. ae 

Before the case was adjourned, 
until Thursday’ afternoon, Mr. 
Fiteroy told the Magistrate that 
the arrest of the fugitive was not 
-a haphazard: matter, but was the 
result of definite information re- 
ceived here which led tha police to 
maintain 2 watch on all the wharveg 
in the hope of recovering ‘the pro-’ 
perty taken away in the robbery. .

He would then go 
to the Council Chamber where he 
would be sworn in in the presence 
of members of the Executive and 


‘Legislative Councils and any mem- 


bers of the public who cared to at- 
tend. 

IIe went on to say it had been 
suggested that the Reception Com- 
miltee should consist of twenty- 
four in addition to the Unofficial 


made up of twelve Chinese, seven 
British, three Portuguese and two 
Indians, and that those men should 
be elected at a public meeting. The 
committee could appoint two execu- 
tive sub-committees, one to deal 
with the Address of Welcome and 
the other to make arrangements for 
the reception.

| ‘THE EMPRESS OF 
ABYSSINIA. 


Addis Ababa, Apr. 4. | 


The death is announced of 
Zauditu “Empress of Abyssinia 
and. Queen of the Kings ‘ot 
Ethiopia.” The Regent, Ras-Tafari, 
now octuples the Palace with his 
own troops, and up to the pr¢sent’ 
the country is quiet—Reuter. 

(Waizeru Zauditu (Judith) Em- 
press of Abyssinia was. born in 
‘1876, and wag a daughter of the Em. 
peror Menelik by an earlier mar- 
riage. In 1883 he married ‘ the 
Empress Taitu and on his death 
in December, 1918 she secured the 
accession of Menelik’s grandson 
Lij Jeassu, whose subjects rose 
against him because of :his lean- 


ings towards Islam in 1916 when ES 


the Dowager-Empress was .com- 
pelled to consent to the proclama- 
tion of the Princess Zauditu as 
She was crowned on 
February 11, 1917. Zauditu he- 
ing unmarried, Menclik’s grand- 
nephew Ras Tafari, 
Ras Makonnen, was proclaimed 
hheir-apparent. 

Till the death of Taitu in 1918 
Zauditu w2s' completely under the 
influence of the aged dowager, 
who used all powers in favour of 
the conservative and anti- 
Western elements of which Taitu 
was n known adherent, and even 
after the latter’s death she con- 
tinued to be the champion of 
reaction, The influence of Tafari 
and his friends and the growing 
menace of external intervention, 
if Abyssinia's house were not put 
in order, gradually drove her to 
abandon her opposition and even 
to sanction the entry of Abys- 
.sinia into tke League of Nations. 


Since then she had been consistent- | 


ly identified with 
sine and gradual progress 
modernisation. y 

‘Little is known of her personal 
life. Brought up in the privacy 
of the palace, she at first main- 
tained herself in complete retire- 
tent, emerging only for state 
purposes. But latterly .she had 
shared in such social amenities a3 
the Abyssinian capital has to 
offer.
